board to have charge of the strictest 
enforcem ent of the provisions of the 
banking law. All the m em bers of this 
board are state officers, which in­ 
cludes the governor, state auditor, 
state 
treasurer, 
president 
of 
th*' 
boa rd of agriculture and the,lieuten- 
ant governor. The first four named 
state officers are paid by the people 
of the state for giving their entire 
time to such duties as the law may 
impose upon them, but the lieuten­ 
ant governor receives a nominal sal­ 
ary for a portion of his time only, 
as the law which fixes his salary 
as lieutenant governor gives him no 
other duties except to preside over 
the state senate when in session, and 
to act as governor on the few days 
in the year th at the governor him ­ 
self may 
be absent. Thus, as 
the 
law creating the office of lieutenant 
governor contem plated dem anding b ut 
a sm all part of his time, his salary 
was made very small. L ater the leg­ 
islature gave him the additional duty
